fhe Japanese silver slug is urdoubdted- 
ly all right, as I have never seen any counter- 
feits of these except the small round ores. ‘These 
can be told vesause they aré cast rather than struck. 
All of these are of very low «rade silver and sre 
quite grey looking in colour. 


If you care to send them on, we shall hase 
to make a churve of fifty cents.
